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ASTRONAUTS BLAST OFF TOWARD SATURDAY'S SPLASHDOWN 

THREE APOLLO 15 astronauts ended America’s 
longest, costliest and most successful exploration of the 
moon Wednesday and blasted off toward a splashdown 
In the Pacific Ocean on Saturday. Still awed by the moon 
after six days of working on and around it, David R. 
Scott, James B. Irwin and Alfred M. Worden lamented 
they could not stay “weeks and weeks” longer. But sci¬ 
entists radioed from mission control that they were 
‘‘jumping up and down” waiting for a look at the haul 
cf lunar rocks and soil gathered by Scott and Irwin in 
ths foothills of the Apennine Mountains, including one 
chunk of rock possibly dating to the very birth of the 
moon more than 4 billion years ago. Before they fired 
their main rocket engine behind the moon to hurl them¬ 
selves out of lunar orbit, the astronauts used the En¬ 
deavor spacecraft briefly as a launch pad to eject a 78.5 
pound satellite that will circle the moon for a year, send¬ 
ing back data on the moon’s radiation, gravity and mag¬ 
netic fields. Ahead lay another highlight of the pioneer¬ 
ing 12-day, $445 million voyage — the first spacew’alk 
ever conducted outside earth orbit, which Worden will 
make today to recover film from cameras in the rear of 
his moonship. 

12 GOP SENATORS FILE ANTI-INFLATION MEASURES 

A DOZEN REPUBLICAN senators Wednesday in¬ 
troduced legislation to combat inflation with tough new 
wage and price guidelines. President Nixon said he 
would keep an open mind but argued that such policies 
‘‘always fail.” He told an unscheduled White House 
news conference: “A wage price review board would be 
considered only if hearings can convince me that en¬ 
forcing an incomes policy could be accomplished without 
stifling the economy.” He said: “Guidelines in this coun¬ 
try always fail.” Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., one of 
the sponsors of the bill to create a wage price board, 
said Nixon’s present policies have failed to slow the price 
spiral and that new action is needed “to restore Ameri¬ 
can confidence in the economy.” Nixon, however, insisted 
the economy is sound despite continuing inflation and 
an unemployment rate hovering near a 10-year high. He 
predicted prophets of gloom would be proved wrong by 
the end of the year. 

NIXON SAYS PEKING VISIT WON’T BRING ‘DETENTE’ 

PRESIDENT NIXON said Wednesday his discus¬ 
sions in Peking would improve prospects for world peace 
but would not produce “instant detente” on Vietnam or 
anything else. Nixon said the United States was push¬ 
ing for peace through existing channels. He said the 
war already was w’ound down to such an extent that the 
enemy had lost much of its punch and the United States 
was merely defending positions it already holds. He 
ruled out a prior summit meeting with Russian leaders, 
but said U.S. and Soviet negotiators are “making very 
significant progress on Berlin” and “good progress on 
SALT” — the strategic arms limitations talks.

However, proponents of 
further committee work on 
the appropriation request 
said that the subject of low 
cost housing ought to get 
thoroughly talked out so 
that a determination could 
he made as to the hoard's 
real commitment to con¬ 
struction of family low in¬ 
come housing. 

In addition, some aldermen 
noted that they want further 
information regarding the 
methods to be employed in 
conducting the survey.

CAMBODIANS FLEE SOUTH VIETNAMESE SOLDIERS 

CAMBODIAN officials said Wednesday that thou¬ 
sands of villagers were fleeing their homes in the path 
of a new South Vietnamese operation in eastrn Cam¬ 
bodia, complaining that Saigon government troops were 
committing atrocities. Officials at Kompong Trabek, 53 
miles southeast of Phnom Penh, said at least 5,000 refu¬ 
gees had reported to district headquarters there and 
thousands more were expected in the next few' days. 
Refugees told newsmen at Kompong trabk of raping, 
looting and violence by South Vietnamese soldiers who 
are among a 3,500-man force involved in a sweep 
through the area. Cambodian officers reported that the 
government commander of the area flew to Saigon 
Wednesday to protest the alleged actions of the South 
Vietnamese soldiers. 

FED CHINA BITTER TOWARD U.S. DECISION ON U.N. SEATING 

COMMUNIST CHINA responded Wednesday to the 
United States’ decision to support the seating of Peking 
In the United Nations, calling it a “clumsy two-Chinas 
trick played by U.S. imperialism.” The bitter reaction 
to the U.S. decision, in which the Nixon administration 
reversed a policy more than 20 years old, w'as carried 
as a commentary from Peking by the official New China 
News Agcpcv and monitored in Hong Kong. Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers announced in Washington 
Monday that the United States would support a motion 
for admitting China to the United Nations later this 
year but also would resist any attempt to expel Na¬ 
tionalist China. 

HOUSE APPROVES SELECTIVE SERVICE BILL 

THE HOUSE approved the long stalled Selective 
Service bill Wednesday, but Senate war opponents and a 
congressional vacation seemed likely to keep the draft on 
Ice until at least October. On a 297-108 roll call vote, the 
House approved a compromise version of House and 
Senate measures to extend until June 30, 1973, the gov¬ 
ernment’s authority to draft men for the armed forces. 
Also included in the legislation was a revised version of 
the antiwar amendment sponsored by Democratic Lead¬ 
er Mike Mansfield. Some Senate doves are unhappy with 
the language fashioned by the House Senate conference 
committee. They, with some all-out opponents of the 
draft, have threatened a filibuster to block enactment of 
the bill. But more formidible obstacle at the moment is a 
congressional summer vacation, scheduled to begin Fri¬ 
day.

KENNEDY ASKED TO SET ASIDE ‘POLITICAL OPPORTUNISM’ 

THE AMERICAN Medical Association Wednesday 
called on Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts to 
“set aside emotional language and political opportu¬ 
nism.” Kennedy on July 14 charged the AMA with ob¬ 
structing the major recommendations for health care 
Reform during the last 50 years. In a lengthy statement 
submitted to the U.S. Senate administrative practices 
and procedures subcommittee, the AMA said it support¬ 
ed health care proposals in 31 of 35 appearances in the 
81st Congress. It said that this year it backed medical 
school expansion, increased financial aid to medical stu¬ 
dents, family practice training programs and full fund¬ 
ing for maternal and child care programs. “It requires 
e certain strain on the process of human logic to in¬ 
terpret this record as negative,” AMA said. “Let us set 
aside old, worn-out charges. Let us, instead, seek to¬ 
gether valid and workable solutions to the health care 
problems that confront us,” the statement said. Ken¬ 
nedy issued a statement saying he stood by the charges. 
“Basically, AMA’s only defense is that it is now in favor 
of some of the reforms it used to oppose,” the Massa¬ 
chusetts Democrat said.

Until John F. Fitzgerald and James M. Curley 
crashed into the political scene in the early years of 
this century, the Yankees had pretty well controlled 
the office of Mayor of Boston. 

Since Fitzgerald toppled James Storrow in a his¬ 
toric election battle back in 1909, only two Yankees 
have served as Mayor of the State’s capital city. 

They were Andrew Peters, Mayor from the start 
of 1918 through 1921, including the famed police strike, 
and Malcolm Nichols, Mayor from the start of 1926 
through 1929, a period of prosperity before the great 
depression. 

In all those years all the mayoralty candidates 
ran in what amounted to a free-for-all election 
scramble. The change in the city charter, providing 
for a preliminary contest to narrow the field down 
to two candidates did not become effective until 
1951.

Seeks Refund 
On Insurance 
For Drivers 

| Representative Paul Guzzl 
has joined with other 
legislators to urge that the 
motorists of Massachusetts be 
given a premium return for 
the 1971 calendar year. A let¬ 
ter was presented to Governar 
Sargent on Wednesday to 
direct the Commissioner of In¬ 
surance to take appropriate 
steps in order to guarantee 
this cash return. 

When the “No-Fault Auto 
Insurance Law” was passed in 
1970. it was assumed that 
there would be an increase of 
at least 30 per cent in the 
frequency of claims. However, 
a sharp decrease in claim fre¬ 
quency of approximately 50 
per cent has occurred for the 
first six months of 1971.

Long-Awaited Finding 

The Supreme Court has indicated it is nearing it3 
decision on the constitutionality of the death penalty 
as the supreme punishment of crime. 

The decision will evoke more interest than any 
in the court’s history. Whatever it may be, it will pro¬ 
duce immediate reaction not alone in the United States 
but throughout the world. 

Thousands of words have been written and tons 
of books published on whether or not man or his gov¬ 
ernments has any right to deprive a human of his life. 
Through the centuries men and women have quotedj 
ancient scriptures to denounce or declare the neces-| 
Bity of the supreme penalty. 

While the immediate concern of the coming verdict 
will be of ultra-importance to some 600 persons already 
under the death sentence, every word of the court will 
become incorporated in the civilized thinking of the 
United States and a good part of the West as well. 

If the decision is split, the opinions of both sides! 
will be weighed and put forward as arguments by op-' 
posing forces in the long decades ahead. 

Regardless of how the court rules, its finding will 
cause joy to some and shock to others. 

The finding has been long in coming — much 
longer, for instance, than that reached by the State 
of Michigan in 1847 when its strongly-backed Legis¬ 
lature struck capital punishment from its code. 

Even while the Supreme Court has had the ques¬ 
tion under consideration and a moratorium has been 
called on executions in those states retaining the pen 
altv, juries have been returning first-degree murder 
verdicts and judges have been sentencing convicted 
defendants to death. 

Whatever finding* comes out of Washington in 
the near future, it will serve to clear a most important 
phase of American jurisprudence far too long be¬ 
clouded. 


Bizarre Battle 

Few communities anywhere owe more to the auto¬ 
mobile than Highland Park, Mich., once a lively suburb 
which now' wants to be less lively. It wants the flow 
of automobiles entering its boundaries reduced by 70 
per cent. 

To attain that goal, it has taken on the City of 
Detroit in a true David-Goliath battle. The resultsWill 
be closely watched across the nation. Can any muni¬ 
cipality big or small shut itself off from automobile 
traffic from the outside? Cities much bigger and older 
than Highland Park have been tinkering with the idea 
for some time. 

Along with being the birthplace of the auto as¬ 
sembly line and headquarters of the Chrysler Corpora¬ 
tion, Highland Park has retained more than a vestige 
of its original residential character. With the passing 
years, it has become steadily angered by the daily ar¬ 
rival and departure of automobile workers from De¬ 
troit. The ire has developed even though some of its* 
own residents were blue collar workers and others held 
executive suite jobs. 

Highland Park has drawn up new traffic regula¬ 
tions. The regulations which go into operation th’.s 
month make the two main highways coming from and 
returning to Detroit one-way roads. 

In the morning Detroit drivers won’t be able to 
reach their job places by either direct route. One-way 
signs will be against them in the morning. In the eve¬ 
ning the signs are reversed. There’s no direct road 
into Highland Park from Detroit. 

Howls out of Detroit are loud and acrimonious. 
Highland Park Towm Fathers smile grimly and ask, 
“What can you do about it?” 

Eventually, no doubt, some sort of compromise 
will be reached by w^hich Detroiters will leave their! 
cars at home and get to work by some means of com¬ 
fortable adequate public transport. 

Big city Mayors galore will be watching the battle 
of Highland Park vs. Detroit with interest. Their prob 
lems are far more complicated than Highland Park’s. 
Motor vehicle traffic strangles their downtown streets. 
They are reluctant, of course, to bar outside workers 
from their municipalities. They are even more reluctant 
about keeping shoppers with dollars from coming in. 

Maybe, the clash will provide some good results. 
Maybe, it will wind up by proving that comfortab’e, 
adequate public transportation can be made a satis¬ 
factory substitute for automobiles in short-range daily 
travel.

An important bill, apparently slated for defeat, 
proposes to shorten the period of daylight saving to 
the time between Memorial Day and Sept. 30. If enact¬ 
ed, that measure would have clipped off about a month 
of daylight saving on either end — in the spring and 
again in the fall. 

That proposal is being backed vigorously by the 
farmers and the outdoor theatre ow’ners whose opera- 
tinos are hampered by the late sunsets. However, they 
don’t have the political muscle to get their bill passed 
over the opposition of the groups who want to retain 
the present six-months period of daylight saving. 

Despite all the political speeches about the need 
for a tax cut to improve business, there will he 
no reduction in federal taxes this year and prob¬ 
ably none next year. 

However, there will be another rise in social secu¬ 
rity benefits next Jan. 1 and a stiff boost in social 
security taxes which will make a heavier dent in wages. 

Present indications are that the wage base, on 
which a social security tax will be levied, will be in¬ 
creased from $7800 to $10,200 per year and that the 
tax itself will be raised from 5.2 to 5.4 per cent. 

According to our mathematics, that would increase 
the tax from $405.60 to $550.80 a year. The weekly 
dent in the payroll w r ould go from slightly less than $8 
to a little over $10 for those earning $10,200 or more 
annually. 


The measure, if finally enacted, would produce an 
estimated $65 million a year for the local communities 
to help them in meeting their financial problems. 

The Mayors and Selectmen would like a great deal 
more money than that from the State to assist them 
in holding down their soaring tax rates, and if the 
measure finally is passed they will get only about $22 
million from it this year since more than seven months 
of 1971 are already history. 

But on the basis of sentiment among the State 
Senators it appears that the proposed hike in 
the sales tax will be defeated and that they will 
get nothing. 

The problem confronting the Mayors and Select¬ 
men is that they didn’t get the votes the first tim® 
around. Now they are trying to shift votes which is 
more difficult than getting them in the first place. 

The bill to increase the sales tax one per cent waf 
approved by the House of Representatives after Speak¬ 
er David Bartley put pressure on his members. But 
then it ran into a 20-15 rejection in the State Senate, 

All 10 Republican Senators voted for it. But 
only five of the 30 Democratic Solons joined them 
while 20 lined up against it, and five were not 
recorded. 

The five Democratic Solons who voted for th® 
sales tax increase were Robert L. Caw ley of West Rox- 
bury, chairman of the joint legislative committee oil 
taxation; James A. Kelly, Jr., of Oxford, chairman of 
the Senate ways and means committee; George V. Ken- 
neally of Dorchester, chairman of the Master Tax Plait 
Commission; Mario Umana of East Boston, assistant 
majority leader; and Philip A. Quinn of Spencer. 

A motion for reconsideratio of the sales tax bill 
was placed on ice by Senate President Kevin B. Har* 
rington to give the Mayors and Selectmen an opportu¬ 
nity to shift some votes. 

But the necessary switches had not been accom¬ 
plished by Monday of this week. The 20 Democratic 
Senators who voted against the boost in the sales 
tax are not yielding to appeals that they do an 
about-face and vote for the sales tax hike. 

On Monday the city and town officials had not 
accomplished enough switches to change the outcome. 
Action was postponed by Senate President Harrington 
until next Monday to give them still another change. 
But it seems unlikely they can come up with th® 
switches. . t. 


Bay State Lottery Would Be 
Like The One In New Jersey 

Governor Sargent is basically opposed to the idea 
of holding a State Lottery in Massachusetts. He doe® 
not think it is a good way of obtaining revenue to help 
finance the operation of the State government. 

But if the State Legislature enacts a bill calling for 
the operation of a State Lottery in the Bay State, Mr. 
Sargent probably will sign it into law. 

The Governor feels the lottery has not worked 
out well in either New Hampshire or New York, 
but he is impressed by the New r Jersey Lottery. 

If Massachusetts has a State Lottery, as now 
seems likely, it w ill be patterned closely after the one in 
New Jersey. 

One of Governor Sargent’s major concerns is to 
keep the operation of a lottery completely apart from 
any underworld elements.

Grim Midnight 
At Piccadilly 
Is Seldom Seen 

It is midnight In Piccadilly 
Circus, a cold spring night 
with a faint mist barely 
blurring the neon en¬ 
ticements for rum and beer 
and vermouth and coca-cola. 

The great tide of humani¬ 
ty that daily washes over 
the center of the city has 
now’ finally receded to the 
residential districts, driven 
back by the early shutdown 
of pubiic transportation. 

Like all tides, it has left 
beached behind it flotsam 
and jetsam — in this case 
shipwrecks of the human 
race, drug addicts. They 
began drifting into the area, 
forming small groups some 
30 minutes ago, turning 
again and again with ter¬ 
rible fascination to a giant 
clock advertising the dark 
brew called Guinness. 

About this hour every 
night they feel they are 
dying — some of them may 
be — and they pray for mid¬ 
night and the promise of life 
for another day. 

At midnight the slips they 
are clutching, prescriptions 
from the doctors with whom 
they have registered, can at 
last be exchanged over the 
counter of a chemist shop 
for a daily dose of heroin or 
cocaine or methadone or 
whatever is the craving that 
has them enslaved. 

It is one of the “sights” of 
London no one is proud of; 
you will not find it listed 
along with the Tower of 
London, Westminster Abbey 
or Big Ben. 

The addicts can turn in 
their prescriptions any hour 
of the day. but many cannot 
wait beyond the stroke of 
midnight, when the new 
drug period begins. So mid¬ 
night is more than the 
witching hour of the poet in 
Britain. And the nameless 
terrors of the dark are all 
too real in the sick minds of 
the score or so young people 
hurdle nightly at the en¬ 
trance of a deserted arcade 
or nervously pacing the 30 
yards of pavement to one of 
the few’ all night drug stores 
in the city. 

The “maintenance dose” 
which the doctor is supposed 
to prescribe before his pa¬ 
tient takes the cure — or 
after he has tried and failed 
to kick the habit — is 
calculated to last only one 
day to prevent the sale of 
any surplus. 

Within minutes after mid¬ 
night some of the victims 
hurry from the shop to the 
toilets of the subway sta¬ 
tions nearby to take their 
fix. They tell of one boy who 
jabbed the needle through 
his sweater into his arm, too 
frantic to wait. 

“I’ve had them take it in 
the back of my cab,” said a 
driver parked nearby. “You 
see the match flicker and 
look back and they’re 
heating the stuff in a spoon.” 

What happens in Pic¬ 
cadilly Circus and at other 
all-night drug stores every 
midnight is part of the 
British plan for handling 
narcotic addiction. Imperfect 
as it admittedly is, the 
British believe their system 
of making drugs legally and 
cheaply available to ge¬ 
nuinely unbeatable addicts 
is working better than any 
other method does and, if 
nothing else, at least makes 
it unprofitable for criminal 
organizations such as exist 
in the United States to send 
out pushers to create more 
addicts. 

For each item on his daily 
prescription the addict pays 
20 pence — 48 cents. If he 
wants more he will have to 
buy it illegally. 

There is a small but 
significant traffic in illegal 
drugs, which is why some 
believe the official figure of 
1,466 registered addicts for 
all of Britain in 1969 is too 
low’. There have been 
estimates of 2,500 or more — 
still small by American stan¬ 
dards but up 700 per cent 
from only a decade or so 
ago. 

The night of of my mid¬ 
night watch at Piccadilly 
Circus, the brief fist fight 
ended and at the stroke of 
the hour the addicts started 
drifting toward the chemist 
shop in small groups, hand¬ 
ed in their prescriptions and 
came out with little white 
bags. A boy and a girl, both 
very shabby, came out arm 
in arm each with a bag in 
the free band.

It looks like Moby Dick 
ha* triumphed over the Am¬ 
erican whaling Industry. 

The remnants of the na¬ 
tion’s whaler* are in the 
midst of what probably will 
be the last hunt in Ameri¬ 
can history, after the Com¬ 
merce Department's recent 
decision to ban commercial 
whaling by U.S. firms after 
Dec. 31. 

"Firm” would be mere 
precise, because the only 
U.S. company engaged in 
commercial whaling is the 
Del Monte Fishing Co., locat¬ 
ed in this San Francisco Bay 
Area city. 

Charles Caito, head of Del 
Monte, told UPI he lias $1 
million tied up in the busi¬ 
ness, and "we are not quit¬ 
ting without a fight.” 

Caito’s attorney, Stanley 
J. Cook, said tjhe firm has a 


sidestepped a question about 
this possible selling point for 
Americans.

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FIVE MORE SLAIN IN ULSTER STREET FIGHTING 

BRITISH TROOPS stormed barricades and attacked 
buildings sheltering snipers Wednesday in a fourth suc- 
:essive day of street fighting that claimed more lives 
and threatened Belfast, Northern Ireland, with economic 
strangulation. Britain brought in 600 more reinforce¬ 
ments. Five civilians were killed in the latest fighting in 
the Roman Catholic districts, raising the four day toll to 
at least 22 dead. Hundreds more have been injured. 
Refugees fled south into the independent Irish Republic 
to escape the fighting and Northern Ireland’s stiff meas¬ 
ures of internment without trial. In Dublin, the Irish 
government put its 6,000 civil police on alert. British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath hurried back to London 
from the Admiral’s Cup yacht race for urgent talks on 
the situation in Belfast. The provisional wing of the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army called for establish¬ 
ment of a “provisional parliament” for Northern Ireland. 
The 600 fresh troops reinforced 12.000 already on duty 
In Northern Ireland, which is torn by religious enmities 
within and by efforts of the IRA to unite it with the in¬ 
dependent Republic of Ireland. An army spokesman said 
troops killed a sniper Wednesday when they stormed 
across a barricade under heavy fire and seized a bakery 
building on Eliza Street, which was a strongpoint for 
snipers in the Catholic Cromach Road area of Belfast. 

ISREAL PROPOSES LIMITED 2 STAGE TROOP WITHDRAWAL 

A RELIABLE Israeli newspaper said Wednesday 
Israel lias proposed a limited two stage troop withdraw¬ 
al from the occupied Sinai Peninsula as part of an in¬ 
terim agreement with Egypt to reopen the Suez Canal, 
but refused to allow Egyptian soldiers to cross the 
waterway. In Cairo, Foreign Minister Mahmoud Riad be¬ 
gan a series of discussions on the Middle East crisis 
with Egyptian envoys summoned home from Washing¬ 
ton, Moscow and the United Nations. The Israeli news¬ 
paper did not specify the depth of Israel’s pullback from 
the canal or how long it would take, but said the out¬ 
lines of it were discussed by Israeli leaders with U.S. 
Asst. Sec. of State Joseph J. Sisco who ended a 10 day 
visit to Israel last week.

LINDSAY DEFECTS FROM GOP TO DEMOCRATIC PARTY 

JOHN V. LINDSAY, the dashing 49-year old mayor 
of the nation’s largest city, defected from the Republican 
to the Democratic party Wednesday, thus opening the 
way for a possible presidential bid in 1972. Lindsay call¬ 
ed for a new progressive coalition to “change the direc¬ 
tion of this country,’’ sweep the Nixon administration 
from the White House ancTfllnted he might be available 
to lead it. "For my part.” he said, "I will start now to 
help build this new coal'tion. Whether this means I will 
run for president, I do not know. But it does mean that 
I am firmly committed to take an active part in 1972 to 
bring about new national leadership.” It appeared that 
Lindsay would be eligible to enter nearly all Democratic 
primaries in 1972 starting with the “first in the nation” 
race in New Hampshire March 7 if he so desired. Demo¬ 
crats viewed Lindsay as just one more potential but un¬ 
tested presidential candidate in an already overcrowded 
field and as one who must make a spectacular showing 
outside New York to deserve attention for the nomina¬ 
tion. They believe he would appeal to the newly enfran- 
ehised young voters and to urban-oriented antiwar liber- 
el Democrats disgusted with the Democratic perform¬ 
ance in the 1968 presidential campaign.' 

FBI ARRESTS 25 IN ‘MAJOR CRACKDOWN’ AGAINST GAMBLING 

FBI AGENTS arrested 25 persons in nine states 
Wednesday in what FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover call¬ 
ed a “major crackdown” against organized interstate 
gambling. Five other persons were sought in connection 
with the alleged activities, which Hoover described as a 
multimillion dollar business. Hoover and Attorney Gen¬ 
eral John M. Mitchell, in statements released in Chi¬ 
cago and Washington, said arrests were made in Illinois, 
California and Oklahoma. Government officials said the 
arrests resulted from indictments returned in Chicago 
Tuesday bv a special federal grand jury. Hoover said 
the FBI and the Justice Department’s organized crime 
strike force in Chicago cooperated in an extensive in¬ 
vestigation that led to the grand jury action. 

NIXON WARNS OFFICIALS AGAINST ORDERING BUSING 

THE WHITE HOUSE said Wednesday President 
Nixon had warned federal officials they faced dismissal 
If they ordered busing except as a last resort to de¬ 
segregate schools. Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler said 
that within the last month Nixon had re emphasized both 
In writing and verbally to appropriate agencies that 
‘‘busing will not be used as the primary element in de¬ 
velopment of a plan for the purpose of eliminating a 
dual school system.” Ziegler said "those not responsive 
to the President’s policies will find themselves quite pos¬ 
sibly not in assignments in the government.” The Presi¬ 
dent opposes busing because “he doesn’t think children 
should be placed in buses and driven 40 minutes away 
from their home,” Ziegler said. However, he added, the 
administration would “carry out the law of the courts” 
and did not foresee “moving to a complicated procedure 
cf overturning” the Supreme Court’s ruling which up¬ 
held busing as a legal means of achieving a racial bal¬ 
ance in schools. 

MUSKIE PROPOSES TAX CUTS. VOLUNTARY CONTROLS 

SEN. EDMUND S. MUSKIE proposed immediate 
tax cuts and voluntary wage price controls Wednesday 
in order to boost America "back to prosperity.” In re¬ 
marks prepared for the Texas AFL CIO convention, the 
Unannounced Democratic presidential contender said he 
would introduce economic legislation as soon as Con¬ 
gress ends its summer recess next month. The Maine 
Democrat said his package would include provisions 
for expanding unemployment compensation, and for $4 
billion in the next year in emergency federal aid to 
cities and states.

In a move which may affect 
the future of Newton’s popula¬ 
tion growth, the Aldermanic 
Land Use Committee went on 
record Monday night in favor 
of increasing the minimum 
amount of land required for 
apartment buildings. 

The Aldermen requested 
City Planner E. Michael Fer¬ 
ris to draft a proposal rais¬ 
ing the minimum amount of 
land required for each unit 
in an apartment develop¬ 
ment from 1500 to 2000 
square feet. 


The required allotment has 

fluctuated between 1500 and 
3000 square feet since the 
1950’s. The Aldermen presently 
have discretion to permit 
allowances of between 1500 
and 3000 feet. 

The average density is now 
1900 square feet per unit, but 
Aldermen observed that there 
is an increasing tendency for 
developers to submit plans 
with only the minimum 
amount of land required. 

The Aldermen’s concern is 


with the possibility of con¬ 
gestion — population densi¬ 
ty — in areas where 
apartments are being built. 

Alderman Peter Harrington 

pointed out a number of apart¬ 
ment projects in the Walnut 
Street area of Newtonville, and 
told his colleagues. "I’m afraid 
we’re slowly changing the en¬ 
tire complexion of the north 
side of the city.” He expressed 
fear that there was a "pat¬ 
tern” of replacing large old 
homes with apartment 


buildings in the older areas of 
the city. 

“You depreciate au area 
when you crowd apartments 
Into it,” concurred Alderman 
William Carmen. 

Planning Director Michael 
Ferris urged the Aldermen not 
to reject the idea of apartment 
development. "We need more 
apartments,” he asserted. "We 
need them for our tax base. 
And there are older persons 
and young people in the city 


who can’t find the housing 
they need.” 

The proposed change in land 

use requirements could effect 
the prices of land in areas 
suitable for apartments. Since 
a developer will not be able to 
fit so many units on a site, un¬ 
der the proposed amendment, 
a given parcel of land can be 
expected to produce somewhat 
less revenue.

Ecology and Emotions 

Dr. Donald A. Spencer, whose credentials in the 
field of wildlife ecology both from the standpoint of 
research and experience aren’t easily questioned, has 
a tough job. 

He’s a consultant for both a national organization 
of firms in the agricultural pesticide field and the 
government as well. All he has to do is to help the 
chemical laboratories to come up with an answer to 
any and all crop despoilers while eliminating any ad¬ 
verse side effects. 

Man thought he had found such an agent only 
a few years back when the laboratories turned out a 
product with the unlikely name of Dichloro-Diphenyl 
Trichloroethane. A designation like that should have 
made non-scientists suspicious right from the start 
but shortened down to DDT the new pesticide got 
away to a spectacular start. 

It was hailed as the “wonder” chemical of all time. 
It was cheap . . . easy to produce ... no one harped 
on jts shortcomings, if, indeed, any were immediately 
uncovered. 

Suddenly, almost overnight, it was found that 
DDT, caused not only sudden death to a hungry potato 
bug, but that it was also adding to the death rates 
of friendly things like fireflies and pollyw'ogs. 

Today its disgrace is about complete, and it has 
been sent back to the labs and the scientists. 

We go along with Dr. Spencer. He deplores the 
emotionalism the subject of ecology too often breeds 
He knows “the many instant ecologists” we are de¬ 
veloping aren’t going to come up with adequate, over¬ 
night answers.

Councillor Timilty agreed that many Boston- 
and are not yet paying close attention to the race 
for Mayor in their city. He said that he is cam¬ 
paigning at shopping centres, subway stations and 
house parties in his efforts to get his message to 
the people. 

Timilty resides at 53 Maryknoll street, Hyde Park. 
He is married o the former Elaine Benson of South 
Boston. They have five children: Kelly Ann, 8; Kara, 7;i 
Joseph, Jr., 5; Patrick, 3: and James, 1. He was edu-| 
cated at Boston College High School, St. John’s Pre- ( 
paratory School and Providence College. He served in 
the marines for three years and ran a large laundry; 
business for seven years, leaving that position to de¬ 
vote full time to his duties as City Councillor. 

“The city is crying out for a common sense busi-l 
ness approach to its spending policies,” Timilty de¬ 
clared. “We waste money continually on programs like 
little City Halls, high salaried executives who come 
from all over the country and from just about every 
city except Boston. Their main job is to protect the 
Mayor’s image, not to improve the low ebb of city 
services.” 

Timilty was asked what city services he would 
strive to improve if he is elected Boston’s next Mayor. 

“There must he more police officers on the 
streets,” he replied. “The only real deterrent we 
have to crime is the blue uniform, and we don’t see 
enough of those blue uniforms. The people are 
asked to call police headquarters if they observe 
anything of a suspicious nature in their neighbor¬ 
hoods. They call, but there aren't enough police of¬ 
ficers to investigate the calls. 

“Many people have forgotten how’ poorly the 
snow plowing was done and how the heavy storms,j 
especially those of 1969, got ahead of the plows,” Coun-| 
cillor Timilty continued. “But I don’t think they have 
forgotten the poor street cleaning jobs or the laxity andj 
delays in filling the potholes and repairing the streets.”) 

Timilty said Boston’s tax rate has gone up more! 
during the past three years than it did in the previous 
two administrations combined. 

He declared that he wold seek the right to 
have the city operate a lottery if he is elected 
Boston’s next Mayor. Timilty expressed the belief 
that a City Lottery would yield $50 million a year 
in new revenue and lower the tax rate about $30. 


One newsman asked in an interview what the 
American public got for the $445 million expended 
on the trip to the moon besides a few hours of good 
television. 

Astronaut David R. Scott in reply told of the val¬ 
uable scientific data being brought back from the moon 
along with the lunar samples. 

Those who would just as soon drop further flights 
to the moon, including this writer, are not motivated en¬ 
tirely by the cost of the undertaking and the considera¬ 
tion of what could be done with the same amount of 
money here in the United States. 

From the standpoint of federal spending, $445 mil¬ 
lion is not a great deal of money. In fact, when all the 
costs of Apollo 15 are added up, they are likely to go 
w’ell over that figure. 

What also concerns a great many people, this 
columnist among them, is the fear that on one of 
these moon flights the brave Astronauts will not 
come hack alive. 

We have landed men on the moon three times. We 
know the moon cannot sustain life. Scientific data and 
lunar samples have been obtained and brought back: 
What else can we learn that warrants the dangers in¬ 
volved ?

Hard to Challenge Nixon's 
Anti-Communist Credentials 

It’s possible that someone more conservative than 
President Nixon will run for the Presidency next year, 
but it’s not possible that such a person w’ould be elected. 

Regardless of what happens when Mr. Nixon 
makes his venture into Red China, the Democrats next 
year will not nominate anyone for the Presidency who 
takes a harder line against Communism than does the 
man who now presides over the White House. 

The conservative Republican who becomes disen¬ 
chanted with Richard Nixon is not going to turn to 
an Edmund Muskie, Hubert Humphrey or Ted Ken¬ 
nedy. 

He might cast his vote for Alabama Governor 
George (’. Wallace, especially if he is a Southerner 
living in one of the States of the old Confederacy, 
but the most Wallace could do would be to throw' 
the election into the national House of Representa¬ 
tives, create a chaotic condition and result in the 
choice of a Democratic President. 

Chou En-lai has not made his coming conference 
with President Nixon any easier for the conservatives 
to accept by his arrogant advance pronouncements on 
the things to which he will not agree. 

Despite the w ritings of the brilliant and articulate 
William F. Buckley, Jr., however, this onlooker w’ould 
express the conviction that President Nixon will gain 
more votes than he will lose by his visit to Red China 
and his efforts to achieve improved relations with that 
nation. 

Mr. Nixon’s credentials as an anti-Communist 
are too substantial for anyone to challenge with any 
real degree of seriousness. Any charge that he is be¬ 
coming soft on Communism would be hard to accept 
from any quarter. 

Norway Moves to Create 
A College Town in Arctic 

It does not come under the heading of politics, 
but it is interesting to note that a new’ university is 
being established in arctic Norw’av in order to attract 
students and people with special skills to a scenic but 
under-developed area. 

A town invariably springs up where a university 
is located, and the Norwegian government is spending 
millions of dollars to build from scratch a brand new 
University of Tromso north of the Arctic Circle. 

The move, of course, is intended to persuade 
more Norwegians to settle permanently in North 
Norway—a land of the midnight sun in the sum¬ 
mer but of darkness during the long, winter 
months. 

Norway presently has two universities—the Uni¬ 
versities of Oslow and Bergen—which between them 
have about 1800 students. 

The University of Tromso eventually will accom¬ 
modate 3000 students, will open for classes in Septem¬ 
ber of next year and will inaugurate a medical school 
in 1973. 

University buildings containing classrooms, 
laboratories and dormitories already are beginning 


to rise in Tromso, and, as they do, the town’s 
population increases in the arctic tow’n. 

In order to attract students, fishing research will 
be one of the subjects at Tromso. It is not taught at 
the other two Norwegian universities. 

That’s one way—an intriguing method—of build¬ 
ing a town in the Arctic. 

Pay Raise For Legislators 
Apparently Dead For 1971 

Not the least of the surprises on Beacon Hill this 
year has been the refusal of the members of the State 
Legislature to vote themselves a pay raise above the 
$11,400 they now' receive. 

The House of Representatives turned down a sal¬ 
ary boost bill in February and April and last month 
declined to admit a late-filed measure for considera¬ 
tion. Legislative leaders say the matter is now dead 
for this year. 

Exactly w’hy the law-makers have been so reluc¬ 
tant to hike their own salaries is not clear to this 
observer. 

They may have been concerned about unem¬ 
ployment in the State; or they may have felt the 
raise originally proposed was not big enough to 
get in a controversy about. 

Some legislators obviously have changed their 
minds about giving themselves a raise. 

Back in February the House voted 133 to 100 to 
kill a bill which had been approved 27 to 9 by the 
Senate. 

Recently the House voted 108 to 98 to admit 
a late filed bill to increase their salary from $11,400 
to $12,600, but that was 56 votes short of the 
four-fifths margin necessary to admit the meas¬ 
ure for consideration. 

Now' the pay raise question apparently has been 
delayed until 1972. That is unusual since it will be 
an election year. 

Arrest Bill Baird Because 
Baby Girl in Lecture Hall 

William R. Baird, noted crybaby and noisy birth 
control advocate, does not qualify for a place in our 
circle of friends; nor we in his. 

But Baird's arrest the other day on a charge 
of corrupting the morals of a 14-months-old baby 
was so ridiculous as to be the sort of thing which 
builds him up to a promience he doesn't deserve. 

It happened when Baird was lecturing in Hunt¬ 
ington, N.Y., on abortion and means of contraception. 
Seated in the audience were Mrs. Nancy Manfredonia, 
28, with her husband and their 14-months-old daugh¬ 
ter. They had taken the infant to the lecture with 
them because they couldn’t get a baby sitter. 

Into the lecture hall came three detectives and 
two uniformed police officers looking for minors whose 
morals might have been damaged by what the officers 
called ‘graphic displays of methods of birth control 
and means of self abortion.” 

They must have been hard pressed for some¬ 
body to pinch because they finally arrested Baird 
for making the lecture and Mrs. Manfredonia for 
bringing the child to hear it. The baby may have 
been the only one in the audience who didn’t under¬ 
stand w hat Baird was saying. (She probably didn’t 
miss much.) 

It would be funny except that good old Bill and 
Mrs. Manfredonia had to spend the night in jail before 
being released the next morning. They face trial Sept. 
30. The baby was not pinched and was allowed tj go 
home in the custody of her “Dada.” It would seem 
sweet William is not a welcome visitor in Hunting- 
ton, N.Y.

Touchdown! The first of 
many to follow was greeted 
by the roar of a turnaway 
crowd in the Massachusetts 
town of Foxboro, the future 
home base of pro football in 
New' England. The occasion 
was the tow'n meeting. The 
site was the Foxboro High 
School. The purpose was to 
vote on whether or not the 
residents of the small New 
England community wanted a 
new football stadium built in 
their town ... a stadium that 
would be the new home of the 
Boston Patriots. 

The preliminaries were ex¬ 
citing, Theater And Bay State 
Raceway owner E. M. Loew’ 
offered free land. Interested 
leaders, led by Town Select 
man Gerry Rodman, can¬ 
vassed their fellow towns 
people and found almost total 
acceptance and enthusiasm. 

Arrangements between the 
town, Mr. Loew and the 
Patriots were finalized. If the 
town wanted a stadium, a 
private Realty Trust would be 
formed to build it 


The largest throng ever to Sept, 
turn out for any issue in 
Foxboro’s history loudly and 
happily voted in favor — 

1852 to 84. Even those closest 


matters were amazed w’ith 
the overwhelming turnout and 
the heavy percentage in favor 
— 98.3. 


One of the big causes for 
future optimism is the loca¬ 
tion of the stadium and the 
easy access it offers to all 
New England football fans. 
Foxboro sits in the middle of 
New England’s three largest 
cities (Boston. Worcester and 
Providence, R.I.) — accessible 
from each by major interstate 
highways and well within one 
hour’s driving time. Other 
urban areas such as Spring- 
field and Hartford (Conn.*, 
Merrimack Valley and the 
Northern New England states 
lay just beyond. The stadium 
site will draw on a population 
of nearly six million people 
within a 50-mile radius.

The 1971 Patriots 


The New England Patriots 
recently announced one of the 
most attractive regular sea¬ 
son schedules in their history. 
The schedule was revealed ex¬ 
actly one year to the day 
from the crucial evening of 
April 13, 1970, when the res¬ 
idents of Foxboro overwhelm¬ 
ingly voted that a new stadi¬ 
um and new home be built for 
the Patriots in their com¬ 
munity.

Pakistanis are getting 
pretty high on “miracle* 
sponge water which they 
claim can cure diseases, 
madness and help barren 
women to conceive. 

In Karachi, the sponge* 
like substance is soaked in 
sweetened water or tea for 
an intoxicating brew 
icported to be as strong as 
l.quor. 

According to press 
reports, the sponge was first 
given by a "pir" (saint) to a 
barren woman who brewed a 
drink and later conceived. 

Kept in a jar of water, 
ti e sponge soon multiplies. 
They are now being sold for 
$30 each. 

Karachi University 
microbilogists who studied a 
specimen of the sponga 
described it as belonging to 
the culture of aeorblo 
microbes which requiri 
oxygen from the air and 
tend to multiply when kept 
in water. 

The Pakistan Medical 
Association has appealed to 
the public to atop drinking 
the “miracle” sponge water, 
hut some Pakistanis say the 
doctors fear their incomes 
would he reduced If peopla 
were to start curing them¬ 
selves with water.

for teenagers to do in Newton. 
This was the consensus o f 
participants, who felt that 
boredom is one of the major 
things that leads youngsters 
to involvement with drugs. 

“There’s no place to go. The 
hoy’s clubs close at 9. and 
there’s nothing for girls to do,” 
said one youthful member of 
the workshop. 

It’s hard to get facilities set 
up for youth, one panel 
member commented. “No one 
wants anytything next door to 
them in Newton.” she asserted. 

One woman reported that 
the American Legion is 
building a youth center in the 
new Post 440. Although the 
building will be staffed with 
paid youth workers, policies 
such as how late the building 
will be open will be determined 
by the youngsters. “Kids don’t 
want adults breathing down 


for weddings and dinners. 

However. Post 440 will not 
be completed for two years. In 
addition, the facility is in 
Nonantum, which means it will 
be inaccessible to youngsters 
in other parts of the city, one 
woman declared. 

“One reason kids can’t find 
things to do is because there’s 
no transportation,” the woman 
said. The last bus to Oak Hill 
Park comes in at 6:30 p.m., she 
told the group, by way of ex¬ 
ample. "After that, the kids 
have to hitchhike or stay 
home, unless their parents are 
willing to drive them 
somewhere,” she said. 

After talking about the need 
for recreation for teenagers, 
the group discussed the need 
for a central coordinating com¬ 
mittee to make each organiza¬ 
tion in the city that is working 
with youth aware of what the 
'others are doing. 


Rep. Mann At Washington 
On Crime Insurance Laws 


Representative Theodore D. 
Mann of Newton and 
Representative Philip N. 
Carney of Lynn represented 
the Commonwealth in a 
meeting with officials of the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development in 
Washington to review the new- 
federal crime insurance pro¬ 
gram now going into effect in 
Massachusetts. 

The new plan was authoriz¬ 
ed by Congress last year for 
states “which have a critical 
problem of availability of 
crime insurance at an af¬ 
fordable rate.” Massachusetts 
is one of nine states in which 
the plan gets underway this 
week. 

Both Representatives hailed 
the program which now makes 
available commercial and 
residential burglary and 
robbery insurance at reason¬ 
able race. 

The new’ law provides for 
the use of protective devices 
and procedures designed to 
prevent and minimize losses 
while making insurance pro¬ 
tection available through li¬ 
censed agents and brokers. 

Insurance is available up to 
five thousand dollars for 
houses and apartments, and 
up to fifteen thousand dollars 
for businesses against pro¬ 
perty losses from robberies 
and burglaries. 

Representative Mann 
pointed out that this new in¬ 
surance feature is an ex¬ 
tension of the principle of the 
"FAIR PLAN” (Fair Access to 
Insurance Resources). 

A result of this innovation, 
Representative Mann com¬ 
mented,” Crime insurance now 
will be more readily and 
economically available.”

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NIXON FACES GROWING REBELLION BY ORGANIZED LABOR 

PRESIDENT NIXON faced a growing rebellion by 
organized labor against Is wage-price freeze Wednesday, 
but received assurances that his strong steps to protect 
the dollar and U.S. trade overseas would not provoke re¬ 
taliation from the European Common Market. Wall 
Street opened with a selling splurge after two days of 
record breaking advances in trading, and the panicky 
Tokyo stock market finally steadied. The dollar’s un¬ 
official rate of devaluation ranged up to 10 per cent in 
Europe. Domestically, labor unions showed no signs of 
heeding the administration's call for an end to all strike 
activity during the 90-day freeze, despite hints of court 
Injunctions and fines if compliance is not voluntary. The 
Justice Department set up machinery for legal enforce¬ 
ment of the freeze, and the President appealed again 
for a revival of the “pride and energy of America” to 
make his new economic policies work at home and 
abroad. As the Cost of Living Council headed by Treas¬ 
ury Secretary John B. Connally met for the second day 
and prepared to issue the first of a series of policy guide¬ 
lines on the wage price freeze. Leonard Woodcock, presi¬ 
dent of the United Auto Workers, said new contracts 
with auto manufacturers would be considered null and 
void if Nixon extends the freeze past 90 days. Sen. Wil¬ 
liam Proxmire, D-Wis., whose Joint Economic Commit¬ 
tee opens hearings on the plan for the economy on 
Thursday, said “If organized labor does not stand still 
for agreements for after the 90-day period, then the 
President’s program is going to be shot.” 

CANDIDATE MUSKIE ‘DISTURBED’ OVER NIXON'S FREEZE 

SEN. EDMUND S. MUSKIE. D-Maine, is “disturbed” 
river President Nixon’s new economic policies because 
of “excessive reliance upon relief for large industry. “I 
don’t believe that the best way or the fairest way to 
stimulate the economy is a series of large tax breaks to 
Industry which far exceed their ability to expand and 
which will depend upon benefits slowly trickled down to 
the worker and consumer,” Muskie said Wednesday. The 
unannounced Democratic candidate for the presidential 
nomination said the President should have acted “earlier 
and more effectively” and thus could have avoided “two 
and a half years of economic decline.” Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin, R-Mich., deputy Republican leader, said, “Last 
week in Dallas, Muskie called for vigorous federal ac¬ 
tion to stimulate employment and to control wages and 
prices. The President has acted boldly to do just that.” 
He added: “Unfortunately, after three days of silence, 
Muskie has seen fit to issue a partisan statement criti¬ 
cizing the President for taking the very actions he him¬ 
self advocated only a week ago.” Muskie said the ad¬ 
ministration’s wage and price freeze initiatives were “a 
stark confession that the old policies were a failure” and 
the three month freeze” must be followed by tough con¬ 
sistent action to hold dow r n prices and wages.” 

WALLACE STEPS UP HIS WAR AGAINST INTEGRATION 

GOV. GEORGE C. WALLACE of Alabama, charging 
federal courts have killed public school education with 
their “liberal philosophies,” stepped up his war against 
school integration orders Wednesday by throwing dow r n 
a new challenge in Calhoun County. Although rebuked 
by a federal judge in an earlier attempt to countermand 
court orders, Wallace ordered the Calhoun County Board 
of Education to reopen the Calhoun County Training 
School in all black Hobson City on a “nondiscriminatory 
basis:” Again invoking police powers, Wallace directed 
the Calhoun County and Oxford City school boards to 
Ignore the plan to pair the formerly all-black Calhoun 
Training School with two schools in Oxford.

President Nixon’s freeze 
on wages and prices was 
announced just four days 
after the Wednesday, 
August 11 formal signing of 
a new contract giving 
classroom teachers a 5.5 per 
cent raise, amounting to 
$228,873 in 1971, and $147,746 
in 1972. 

The wage freeze will pro¬ 
bably also affect “step raises” 
— the automoatic salary 
increases given for each ad¬ 


ditional year of teaching 
service, as well as cost-of-liv¬ 
ing increases. These automatic 
increases totaled ap¬ 
proximately $300,000. 

Contracts were also signed 
with non-teaching employees 
of the school department: 
custodians, secretaries, 
cafeteria perso nnel, ad- 
minstrators, etc. The total 
amount of money involved in 
salary increases, including 
automatic increases as well as 
raises, is approximately 
$900,000.

BRITISH TROOPS BATTLE IRA IN LONDONDERRY 

BRITISH TROOPS battled members of the outlaw¬ 
ed Irish Republican Army in a Londonderry graveyard 
Wednesday, shifting the center of violence in Northern 
Ireland to the city west of the capital of Belfast. An 
Army spokesman said one civilian was sho* to death by 
l soldier when he refused to hand over a pistol he was 
waving at a street barricade in Strabane. The two deaths 
Wednesday raised to 28 the number killed in 10 days of 
street fighting in Northern Ireland. The period ranks as 
the worst violence in the province’s 50-year history of 
separation from the Republic of Ireland to the south. 
The 28 dead is one higher than the combined toll of simi¬ 
lar outbreaks of violence in 1969 and 1970. The battle 
In the graveyard, the biggest of 23 reported gunfights 
in Northern Ireland Wednesday, sent troops and civil¬ 
ians diving for cover as bullets richocheted from head¬ 
stones in a spray of chipped marble. 

ARAB NATIONS MEET TO ALIGN CLOSELY AGAINST ISRAEL 
THE LEADERS of Egypt, Libya and Syria met 
Wednesday in Damascus to complete plans for linking 
Ihe three Arab nations closer militarily and economic¬ 
ally in a federation basically aligned against Israel. Po¬ 
litical sources said divisions in the Arab w-orld also was 
high on the summit agenda. In Jerusalem, Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban said that despite repeated Egyptian 
warnings he did not expect a renewal of fighting in the 
Middle East. Te predicted continued efforts toward a 
political settlement and said he thought the next move 
w as up to the United States. 

U.S. COPTER CRASH KILLS 37 SOLDIERS IN GERMANY 

A U.S. ARMY helicoper carrying 37 American sol- 
diers exploded and plunged nearly 1,000 feet into a field 
near the Berlin-Munich autobahn in Pegnitz, Germany, 
Wednesday, killing all aboard. An Army spokesman said 
It was the worst helicopter crash on record involving 
the U.S. military In Europe. The soldiers were from the 
Army’s 56th Artillery Brigade. The twin engine CH47 
Chinook, carying 33 passengers and a crew of four, 
crashed and burned minutes before it was to arrive at 
a military training area near Pegnitz, about 25 miles 
north of Nuernberg. U.S. army headquarters in Heidel¬ 
berg declined comment on possible causes of the ac¬ 
cident. But witnesses told of hearing explosions before 
the craft crashed.

Suburban Invasion 

Fairfield, Conn., is one of those so-called bedroom 
communities within the New York City axis. It has a 
population of around 50,000 and the third and fourth 
generations ensconsed on its splendidly-maintained 
tree-lined streets aren’t particularly anxious to en¬ 
courage further growth. 

Transport from their homes to their executive 
suites in New York by automobile or the Penn Central 
is tough. Some are finding their newly-married off 
apring can’t afford to live in the town. However, a 
•trong bloc of residents are ready to fight tooth and 
nail to keep Fairfield as it is and has been. 

Some time ago General Electric announced its in¬ 
tention to move its huge corporate headquarters out 
of Manhattan to a bucolic, 100-acre rural plot in Fair- 
field. The reaction was instant and explosive. 

Fairfield, to hear some of the loudest protestors, 
was doomed. When the final showdown meeting before 
the town planning and zoning board was held, the ob¬ 
jecting local burgers were joined in their opposition by 
unusual allies . . . New Yorkers who had never been to 
Fairfield in their lives were included. Some were out of 
the president’s office of the Borough of Manhattan; 
some were from social agencies with long, unfamiliar 
names. 

Fairfield folk scoffed at $6 million in new taxes GE 
would bring in, as merely a bribe. The New Yorkers ac¬ 
cused the firm of a form of treachery by even thinking 
of leaving Manhattan. 

After four hours the planning and zoning board 
voted unanimously to approve GE’s application, eyeing 
as it did, that $6 million. 

Big cities keep on losing big commercial operations 
to the suburbs. Not many are like Fairfield. Most hap¬ 
pily roll out the red carpet. Many should shave some¬ 
thing off that tax bill if an extra sweetener was need¬ 
ed. 

American urban and suburban life is undergoing 
gome big changes. It is very possible the cushy suburbs 
of yesterday are following the Bar Harbors and New¬ 
port s to a less wealthy-geared mode of living. 

New sources of taxation are difficult to find any¬ 
where these days. Indeed, cool, tree-lined streets aren’t 
yielding all the cash needed to keep the suburbs com¬ 
pletely and comfortably solvent. 

August to January 

Professional football’s off and running to what 
promises to be its longest and most lucrative season. 

Some time next January when the last whistle 
blows on the last meaningless post-Super Bowl All-Star 
grame, TV sets will go back to peddling soap and head¬ 
ache remedies by means of situation comedies and sec¬ 
ond-run movies. Wives will re-open long-suspended cam¬ 
paigns to get things like broken door hinges repaired 
and to remove the echoes of third-down crucial plays 
from their ears. 

Back in the swaddling days of professional foot¬ 
ball, when teams like the Providence Steamrollers and 
the Canton Bulldogs managed to attract a few thou¬ 
sand admirers through the turnstiles, a good football 
day was a clear, sharp November afternoon. It required 
no more than 20 minutes to count the receipts anJ pay 
off the participants. 

No lawyers. No bands transported from 1000 miles 
away. No spacing of plays to get the last words of com¬ 
mercials on the air. No booklength exposes on the sex 
and drug mores of some teams and some players. It 
was just pure, tough, unadulterated football. 

In TV’s own swaddling days in the sports field it 
discovered something called “The Saturday Night 
Fights.” It was a bonanza. Ratings skyrocketed. When 
the supply of good or acceptable pugilists ran out, the 
TV folk k®pt coming up with less and less talented 
young men to wear the white and dark trunks for an 
hour’s work. 

Then suddenly “The Saturday Night Fights” died 
— almost overnight. If they called in a medical ex¬ 
aminer he co’dd have given a quick cause of death— 
“Over-Exposure.” 

Professional-brand August-to-January football 
may become year-around during the next few years, 
under such labels as pre-pre-season, pre-season, regular- 
season and post-season play-offs. Yet, every year will 
find it more difficulty to sell every third-down call as 
something “extra crucial” and every 49-to-12 contest a 
“great display of NFL football at its best.”

White is standing for reelection on the record he 
has made since taking office at the start of 1968. Parts 
of that record have come under the fire of three of his 
opponents—City Councillors Joseph F. Timilty, Tnomas 
I. Atkins and John L. Saltonstall, Jr. 

Congresswoman Louise Day Hicks, herself the tar¬ 
get of criticism by Timilty, Atkins and Saltonstall for 
running too oftem makes a generalized sort of assault 
upon White. 

She maintains that the issues today are basically 
the same as in 1967 when she and White battled it 
out in the final election, with White emerging the 
victor. 

White disputes that statement, arguing that times 
have changed over a span of four years and that the 
issues today are altogether different than they were in 
1967. Most political pundits are disposed to agree with 
him on that point. 

“You know where I stand,” dec-lares Mrs. Hicks 
who adds that she stands for neighborhood schools. 

She goes on to blast White for the city’s high tax 
rate and to accuse him of giving the people poor mu¬ 
nicipal services and inadequate police protection. 

White, in reporting on his accomplishments as 
Mayor, says he strengthened Boston’s police force 
by adding 275 new men. shifting about 400 men 
from clerical duties to outside patrols, establishing 
and expanding the police tactical control force. 

Whether the Little City Halls established by Mayor 
White will prove a campaign asset or liability is a ques¬ 
tion which will be answered only by the preliminary 
election returns on the night of Sept. 14. 

White declares that he has brought city govern¬ 
ment into the neighborhoods of Boston by the creation 
of the only network of Mini City Halls in the United 
States. 

The Mayor asserts that these little outposts of the 
municipal government are useful to the people and are 
used by 9000 persons a week. 

City Councillor Timilty, who has made perhaps 
the most forceful attacks upon Mayor White and 
his record, retorts that the money spent to operate 
the Little City Halls is wasted and that he will close 
them down if he is elected Mayor. 

Nobody disputes the fact that things have been 
relatively peaceful in Boston under White. 

There have been peace parades and picket lines in 
the city. Big groups have gathered on Boston Common 
and the City Hall Plaza to hear speakers demand an end 
to the war in Vietnam. Children have carried the Viet 
Cong Flag. Some disorders have occurred, and some 
arrests have been made. 

But there have been no wild riots such as have 
left people dead, buildings burning, stores pillaged 
and devastation running into the millions in other 
cities. 

Whatever criticism has been levelled at White’s 
administration, garbage has not piled up in the .streets 
with the collectors out on strike as happened in New 
York, and commuters were not harassed by a walkout 
of bridge tenders who left drawbridges open to prevent 
motorists from crossing them. 

This what White is talking about when he refers 
to the things which have NOT happened in Boston while 
he has been Mayor. 

Mayor White has introduced rent-controls in 
Boston, and this is another controversial action on 
which there is a sharp difference of opinion. The 
City Council did not approve the precise rent con¬ 
trols White wanted, but he did establish rent con¬ 
trols. Good or bad, they’re considered his. 

White points out that he set up the Council for the 
Elderly—Boston’s first full city department to deal 
with the problems of the elderly—and that he backed 
efforts to make their money go a little further for them 
such as helping them get half-fares on the MBTA and 
reduced rates for restaurant meals and theatre tickets. 

He asserts that he created the Office of Human 
Rights in Boston’s city government to deal with the 
problems of discrimination and equal opportunity for 
all racial and ethnic groups, that he has encouraged 
equal employment by city departments of minorities 
and that city employment in this respect has risen from 
2 to 11 per cent in his administration. 

Mayor White lists what he considers the major 
accomplishments of his administration. He says the 
city under him has had the biggest building boom 
in its history, including commercial buildings and 
a record number of new schools, police and fire sta¬ 
tions and 4000 housing units. 

He asserts that he launched the biggest renovation 
and expansion program at the Boston City Hospital 
since the late James M. Curley built the once famed in¬ 
stitution, adding that the five building, $53 million first 
phase is now nearing completion. 

Apart from the strife, the stress and the commo¬ 
tion of the contest for Mayor, which has not yet really 
aroused public interest and attention, Kevin H. White 
is an extremely interesting individual. 

In 1960, when he was politically unknown and an 
Assistant District Attorney on Garrett Byrne’s staff, 
a small number of friends of his father, the late Joseph 
C. White, helped to get him started on the uncertain 
road to political success and greatness. 

They worked in the early morning hours just 
before dawn at the Boston Arena to get him the 
endorsement of the 1960 Democratic State Conven¬ 
tion, lining up one Democratic leader after another 
who didn’t really care about the choice of the 
Democratic candidate for Secretary of State. 

Then Joe White, a truly astute politician and good 
public official, was felled by a stroke at the 1960 Demo¬ 
cratic national convention in Los Angeles after John 
F. Kennedy had been nominated for President. He 
never really recovered from that tragedy. His friends 
tried to take his place in the ensuing campaign. 

Joe White’s friends helped to pull his son Kevin 
through a tough primary fight and a hard election 
battle in which his opponent was Edward M. Brooke. 
Kevin White is the only person ever to defeat Brooke 
in a state-wide contest. 

Kevin White has never forgotten that handful 
of persons of another generation who helped to give 
him his political start. 

If he was lucky, he made the most of the oppor¬ 
tunities created for him. He was an outstanding Secre¬ 
tary of State and was reelected three times without op¬ 
position. He has been a controversial Mayor. So far 
he has been conducting a very effective campaign. 

A sitting Mayor should be able to qualify by 
placing first or second in a preliminary election in 
which the vote is divided five ways. Most political 
observers believe White will do that. However, pub¬ 
lic sentiment on the mayoralty contest does not ap¬ 
pear to have crystallized to the point where mean¬ 
ingful polls can be conducted. 

These also are troubled times when public dis-

satisfaction is easily ignited. A Mayor of a city such 
as Boston faces tough problems and makes hard de¬ 
cisions. Whatever he does, he incurs some criticism, 
some ill will, some displeasure. 

Bill To Bus Black Pupils 
To Suburbs Awaits Action 

Democratic House Whip Paul Murphy of Dorches¬ 
ter must know that his bill calling for the forced bus¬ 
ing of Boston’s black school children to suburban 
cities and towns outside the Hub, has no real chance 
of passage. 

What Murphy is doing, whether intentionally or 
not, is placing on the spot the liberal law-makers from 
Greater Boston communities who periodically insist 
that Boston should racially balance its schools to a 
greater extent. 

Whenever Edward J. Logue, former administrator 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority, wanted to 
grab a headline for himself, he used to advocate a so 
called scatteration program, under whi \\ Boston’s black 
pupils would be sent to suburban communities. 

Nobody really took him seriously, and no 
one on Beacon Hill thinks there is much chance 
that Murphy’s bill will be enacted, at least not in 
its present form, although most legislators from 
Boston and Springfield will vote for it. Some lib¬ 
eral law-makers also will be hard pressed on how 
to vote on the measure. 

Under the terms of Murphy’s bill, up to 10 per 
cent of Boston’s black pupils could be sent to any sub¬ 
urban city or town such as Newton, Needham, Ded 
ham, Norwood, Canton, Sharon, Medfield, Brookline, 
Everett, Lynn, Stoneham, Arlington and Weston. Offi¬ 
cials in those communities would be abliged to take 
the black students, whether they wanted to or not. 

Under certain circumstances an equal number of 
white students could be assigned from the suburban 
communities to Boston to replace the black pupils be¬ 
ing bussed to suburbia. 

The communities taking the black pupils would 
get additional educational aid from the Commonwealth, 

This highly unusual bill now pending in the 
Legislature was filed as a result of the action of 
State Education Commissioner Neil Sullivan who 
is withholding $21.3 million from Boston until it 
achieves a greater racial balance in its public 
schools. 

School Committeeman John J. Craven has de¬ 
clared repeatedly that Boston cannot do what Sullivan 
wants done without forced busing winch is forbidden 
by State law. 

Boston does not have wilful or deliberate segrega¬ 
tion in its public schools, but it does have segregation 
because many black families live in Roxburv and the 
South End, and their children attend neighborhood 
schools. 

Sullivan wants the Boston School Committee 
to create new school districts. But the School Board 
members are balking at such a move because it 
would force many children to attend school long 
distances from their homes. 

That’s the background behind Murphy’s action in 
filing his proposal for busing black pupils to suburbia. 
It will be interesting to read the rollcall votes on that 
matter. 


Allow Cities And Towns 
To Levy There Own Taxes 

A majority of the members of the Massachusetts 
Senate are not in a mood to provide any financial as¬ 
sistance for the cities and towns of the Commonwealth 
at any political risk to themselves. 

“The Mayor of my city isn’t going to help me get 
reelected,” one Senator told the writer. 

“If 1 vote to increase the sales tax from 3 to 4 
per cent. I’m going to have to stand up at cam¬ 
paign time and explain why I did. He’s not going 
to bail me out.” 

That, basically, is the reason the bill to hike the 
sales tax from 3 to 4 per cent was defeated 20-18 in the 
State Senate. 


It would hav^rovided $65 million a year for the 

cities and towns in a full 12-months period (only about 
a third of that this year). 

The Mayors wanted much more and are getting 
nothing. 

A bill calling for the establishment of a State 
IiOttery will be approved by the legislature arid 
signed into law' by Governor Sargent. But it will 
provide onlv a pittance for the remaining period of 
1971. 

The result is that tax rates generally will increase 
in communities across the Commonwealth. In Boston 
the rate will jump about $28—if the Hub gets the $21.3 
million the State education commissioner presently is 
withholding. It seems unlikely that Governor Sargent, 
would allow him to boost the rate another $12 for a 
total rise of $40 although he might. 

Some Mayors such as Thomas A. Piggott of Attle¬ 
boro, president of the Massachusetts Mayors’ Associa¬ 
tion, say they will try to defeat those law-makers who 
refused to help the cities and towns. 

That’s brave talk, but not many Senators will be 
defeated because they refused to vote to increase the 
sales tax from 3 to 4 per cent. 

However, the fact is that too much is now ex¬ 
pected of the property tax. Too much weight is 
placed upon it. That causes a home-owner in a city 
such as Boston or Worcester to move to the sub¬ 
urbs where the tax rate is lower although the prop¬ 
erty tax also has risen in suburbia. 

What is especially harmful is that this drives busi¬ 
ness out of Bay State cities and into communities in 
other states where competitive conditions are better. 

That, of course, wipes out and dries up employ¬ 
ment opportunities which we need. 

There is a potential answer to this problem. If 
the members of the Legislature do not wish to risk 
their popularity by enacting taxes to provide reve¬ 
nue for the cities and towns, they shold give the 
local communities the authority to impose taxes. 

Numerous people are talking about payroll and 
other taxes to lighten the burden on real estate prop¬ 
erty in a city such as Boston. 

The fact is that Boston now cannot apply any new 
taxes without permission of the State Legislature. It 
should be given that permission. 

Lindsay No Prodigal Son 
For Democratic Chieftains 

The enthusiasm of some Democratic leaders over I 
the switch of New York Mayor John V. Lindsay from 
the Republican to Democratic party was more feigned | 
than real. 

“Who needs him?” was the private reaction of one j 
Democratic chieftain who publicly had issued a state¬ 
ment warmly welcoming Lindsay to the Democratic | 
party. 

It’s obvious that Lindsay made the big shift in I 
the hope that it would make possible a successful bid | 
for higher office. 

But from where we sit it’s more likely that 
Lindsay will move up to the Governorship of New 
York State than into the Presidency of the United 
States. 

Lindsay’s chances of winning the Democratic I 
nomination for President even if he emerges the victor I 
from the important California primary next June seem [ 
extremely slim. 

Influential Democrats with whom we have talked I 
feel that Lindsay should serve in the ranks a few years | 
before he seeks to become the general of the Demo¬ 
cratic armies. 

Lindsay reportedly is popular with the voters in I 
California and might well win the Presidential Primary | 
in that State. But the Democratic nominee for Presi¬ 
dent is picked by the Richard Daleys of the Demo¬ 
cratic party, not by the people of California. 

Nelson Rockefeller cannot be elected many 
more times as Governor of New* York State, and 
Lindsay might just win that office whether Rocky 
runs again or not. 

It should be remembered, incidentally, that Lindsay I 
was rejected by New York City Republicans when he I 
sought GOP renomination in his successful bid for re- | 
election to a second term.

Nature’s Ways 

The same little beastie that 
ruined a soup canning 
company now has invaded 
some New England ponds. 

It is the bacteria that causes 
botulism. Botulism toxins kill 
ducks as efficiently as they 
kill humans who eat 
contaminated cold vichyssoise. 

In one pond i n 
Massachusetts, 20 ducks died 
overnight. Since the demise 
was a mystery, the duck 
carcasses were examined by a 
pathologist w’ho discovered the 
presence of botulism. The 
ducks had shown listlessness. 
They had difficulty holding up 
their heads. Then their leg 
movements indicated some 
paralysis. The sequence of 
events moved swiftly, within 
36 hours. 

Botulism is comparatively 
rare In eastern ponds. It 
occures more commonly in the 
West. Utah being rather 
famous for outbreaks among 
waterfowl. In the West, the 
diseases commonly occurs in 
alkali ponds. Laboratory 
experiments, however, indicate 
that the bacteria of botulism 
prefers to live in acid 
conditions. Most New England 
ponds are acid. 

The only efficient means of 
destroying botulism poisons 
consists of boiling the material 
30 minutes. The cure is 
difficult to apply to a pond. 
In nature, the deadly effects 
of botulism normally disap¬ 
pear cold autumn rains flood 
a pond. 

Despite Its deadliness, 
Clostridium botulinum - the 
formal name of the critter that 
produces botulism - is ai 
interesting character 
Apparently, it crawled out of 
the primordal soup when the 
world just began shaping-up. 
It and its distant relatives 
which live without air may 
have evolved into something 
like the present form back in 
the days before free oxygen 
existed in the atmosphere. 

While the spores (eggs) of 
Clostridium exist almost 
everywhere, they do not 
produce live bacteria except 
under conditions that exclude 
oxygen. In an air-tight can, 
for instance. Or, as in nature, 
insulated from outside air by a

layer of wet mud. When the 
spores find conditions ideal, 
they produce bacteria. The 
bacteria itself is harmless. 
But, in living, the bacteria 
gives off a deadly toxin. The 
toxin is a nerve poison. It kills 
by paralysing. 

There are scientists who 
consider it possible that all 
life at one period of earth 
development was similar to 
Clostridium. Indeed. the 
arrival of oxygen - supposedly 
a product of rock decay - 
wiped out much of the life that 
then existed. 

Supposedly the cells that 
made up our bodies - and the 
bodies of all oxygenusing 
organisms - descended from 
cells that escaped early waves 
of oxygen poisoning and 
gradually evolved to live in the 
presence of oxygen. Sort of 
like the insects that weathered 
DDT and produced 
descendents that are 
unaffected by the chemical.

Victory for Discipline 

In New York a few months back a lawyer hailed 
the United States Army into court. He represented a 
young member of the U.S. Air Force, whose constitu¬ 
tional rights, it was alleged, were denied by hi3 com 
manding officer. 

It seems the young man had been summarily haul 
ed out of an assignment on Staten Island, N.Y., and 
transferred to a post in Fort Bliss, Texas. On Staten 
Island, the plaintiff, in GI parlance was “sitting pretty,” 
as a member of the 26th Army Band. His musical tal¬ 
ents got him out of a lot of onerous military tasks. 

The band is popular in the New York area, and that 
meant frequent trips to interesting places. 

Then, his immediate superiors claim they found 
he was using some of his spare time to hand out anti¬ 
war, anti-military literature. Step by step the complaint 
climbed the ladder of appeals to the brass all the way 
to the desk of the Chief of Staff of the First Army. 

The buck stopped there. The 26th Army Band lost a 
musician. Fort Bliss gained an unhappy ex-bandsman. 

In New’ York the Federal District Court judge 
who heard the case agreed with the airman and his 
lawyer. The GI, it found, had been deprived of his legal 
rights. 

The army appealed. By a 2 to 1 ruling the U.S. 

Court of Appeals found the army had the right to 
transfer a soldier solely because of his anti-war activ¬ 
ities. 

For some time in this era of permissiveness the 
various branches of the armed forces haven’t been 
doing too well when matters of military discipline have 
popped up in the federal courts. Like community school _ 

boards they’ve been finding many federal courts don’t educators must have brought 
share their ideas of discipline. J pressure on the school com¬ 

mittee to solve the problem of 

Maybe, that Second Circuit Court of Appeals’ find¬ 
ing will turn out to be a turning of the tide. 


Our most relevant question 
“Why” is this new Open 
Campus program necessary? 
Isn’t it true that our children 
already have enough freedom 
in their daily lives? If this is 
being done to better prepare 
them for the much too liberal 
atmosphere in the colleges 
awaiting them, we must state 
that we dispapprove of this 
unsupervised chaotic type of 
freedom. 

Have the most respected and 
most intelligent Boards of 
Trustees and the Deans all 
bowed to the wishes of the 
students thereby giving them 
privileges and freedom that 
truly are not in their best in 
teiests. 

And now it appears that the 
liberalism is infiltrating the 
secondary schools as well. 

We are in favor of progress 
ana change. Our country has 
been built on that premise. But 
aren’t we reaching the point of 
deterioration in the name of 
“change. 1 

Most of us are aware that a 
large percentage of our tax 
rate goes to the school budget, 
Most of us, when paying our 
exorbitant yearly tax bills, 
console ourselves with the fact 
that Newton has an excellent 
school system. 

The atmosphere of these 
schools — the new high school 
will have a swimming pool, air 
conditioning, and carpeting — 
is so pleasant and so unlike 
the schools we attended, that it 
hardly seems necessary to 
leave during study halls. 

I£ the study periods are 
being used for coffee breaks, 
lounging, smoking, and now 
for traveling — then why not 
abolish the study halls 
altogether!

Alan Gartner , 
Former Teacher, 
Writes Rook 

Alan Gartner, a former 
teacher in the Newton Schools, 
is coauthor, with Frank 
Reissman and Marya Kohler, 
of a new- book titled “Children 
Teach Children”, to be publish¬ 
ed in September by Harper 
and Row r , Inc. 

Mr. Gartner taught social 
studies at Newton High School 
from 1961 to 1965. During this 
time he was also a specialist in 
curriculum development at the 
Graduate School of Education 
of Harvard University. 

In his new look, Mr. Gartner 
discusses the mutually 
rewarding i-elationship of 
children teaching children: the 
student receives individual at¬ 
tention, while the young tutor 
has the opportunity to under¬ 
take responsibility. The book 
also tells how to set up a 
program where children 
teach other children, and sur¬ 
veys existing programs.

“We cannot afford the Little City Halls which do 
not provide enough services for the people to justify 
the money spent to operate them,” she continued. 

She explained that her objection to Summer¬ 
thing is not the cost alone but rather the deploy¬ 
ing of policemen from other parts of the city to 
provide police coverage at Summerthing events, 
“lessening the police protection in other areas.” 

“There are some programs which could be ab¬ 
sorbed by the Parks and Recreation Department where 
they really belong,” Mrs. Hicks added. 

“Crime has increased in Boston in staggering 
proportions,” Mrs. Hicks stated. “People have lost 
their confidence in the city’s leadership. The time is 
now for a partnership of the people and their govern¬ 
ment by returning the government to the people where 
it rightly belongs.” 

Congresswoman Hicks chided Mayor White 
for placing “so many persons from outside of Bos¬ 
ton and outside of Massachusetts in key places in 
Boston’s municipal government. 

“To produce the administration to which I feel 
the people of Boston are entitled, I shall utilize the 
talent here in Boston which knows the people and un¬ 
derstands the city and its problems,” she declared 

“We have outstanding talent here in Boston and 
are not using it,” Mrs. Hicks continued. “The present 
administration feels that if you come from outside, 
you are an expert. I don’t agree. I feel the experts! 
are here.” 

Mrs. Hicks expressed the conviction that “there 
is inadequate housing for our citizens and particularly 
for our senior citizens.” 

“There is chaos and confusion in the opera¬ 
tion of our school system,” she went on. 

When she referred to “the lack of municipal ser-

She was defeated for Mayor in 1967, was 
elected to the Boston City Council in 1969 and to 
Congress in 1970. She placed first in the 1969 City 
Council contest and is regarded as an extremely 
strong vote-getter.

The Speaker, who spoke in a careful, measured 
manner, offset the political overtones in his talk by 
agreeing with the Governor that a $55 million cut in the 
Medicaid item in the State’s welfare budget should be 
restored. 

But Bartley then went on to score some telling 
points against the Governor, and it was his delivery 
of these which caused political observers to sit up 
in attention. 

Bartley said the state will be $250 million in the 
red next year because of welfare overruns, and he call¬ 
ed upon Governor Sargent to tell the people what new 
taxes he will advocate to meet the increased welfare 
costs. 

In fairness to Mr. Sargent, it’s relatively easy for 
any one to sit back and accuse him of mismanaging the 
huge and complicated welfare operation, as Bartley did, 
but the Governor left the opening for Bartley’s speech, 
and the television and radio stations were in a position 
where they were virtually obliged to give Bartley the 
equal time he requested. 

It seems fairly obvious from Bartley’s speech 
that the Democratic leaders now intend to try to 
place the difficult and frustrating welfare problem 
in Mr. Sargent’s lap and seek to blame the Gover¬ 
nor for everything that goes wrong in the admini¬ 
stration of welfare in the months and years before 
the next state election. 

Bartley proposed that a larger fraud unit be creat¬ 
ed to investigate welfare abuses and that it “report di¬ 
rectly to the Governor to avoid any hint of partisan¬ 
ship.” 

The Democrats had suggested originally that a 
fraud squad be placed under State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko. But Governor Sargent objected that would be 
“playing politics with welfare” and that the fraud unit 
should be kept in the welfare department under his ap¬ 
pointee.
